Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca- 


tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in 
every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.

Also  to  provide  that  improvements  while  used  for 
terminal  elevator  or  other  purposes  in  the  export  of 
grain  or  grain  products  shall  not  be  taxed  in  excess 
of  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  their  assessed  value. 

And  also  to  provide  that  the  Council  may  enter 
into  an  agreement  for  a  fixed  assessment  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  ten  years  on  such  land  and

To  amend  section  5G  of  said  Act  to  provide 
that  the  Board  of  Assessment  Appeals,  in  its  dis¬ 
cretion,  may  hear  appeals  thereto  from  the  Court 
of  Revision  notwithstanding  that  the  notice  of  such 
appeal  may  not  set  out  the  grounds  of  appeal.

G.  To  amend  subsection  (8S)  of  section  1G3  of 
said  Act  to  provide  for  defining  and  classifying  slot- 
machines  and  other  devices  operated  by  the  inser¬ 
tion  of  slugs  or  otherwise,  and  empowering  the 
Council  to  differentiate  and  discriminate  according 
to  such  classification. 

7.  To  amend  subsection  (12Ga)  of  section  1G3 
of  said  Act  by  repealing  the  proviso  in  respect  of 
any  person  engaged  or  employed  in  the  business  of 
a  manufacturer. 

8.  To  amend  subsection  (131)  of  section  163  of 
said  Act  to  provide  for  prohibiting,  defining,  re¬ 
stricting,  and  limiting  the  owners  and  every  person 
carrying  on  or  engaged  in  any  business  connected 
with  automobiles  and  other  conveyances  or  vehicles 
used  for  hire ;  and  to  provide  for  the  maximum  and 
minimum  rates  or  fares  for  vehicles  for  hire  within 
any  zone,  area,  or  district ;  and  also  to  provide  for 
defining  and  classifying  all  such  vehicles  and  the 
persons  carrying  on  any  such  business,  and  author¬ 
izing  the  Council  to  differentiate  and  discriminate 
according  to  such  classification. 

9.  To  amend  subsection  (135)  of  said  section 
1G3  to  provide  for  inspecting,  prohibiting,  limiting, 
and  controlling  the  type  and  fitness  of  motor- 
vehicles  for  hire  and  any  mechanical  device  or 
equipment  used  therewith,  and  any  premises  used 
in  connection  with  any  such  vehicle. 

10.  To  amend  subsection  (233)  of  section  163  of 
said  Act  to  provide  for  suitable  recognition  of 
guests  or  persons  of  importance  whom  the  Council 
deems  it  to  be  of  advantage  to  the  city  to  honour 
on  behalf  of  the  citizens. 

11.  To  amend  section  1G3  of  said  Act  to  provide 
for  regulating,  controlling,  prohibiting,  prescribing, 
altering,  limiting,  and  restricting  the  names  used  to 
designate  buildings  other  than  dwellings,  and  for 
compelling  the  owners  to  affix  such  names  on  such 
buildings.
